“CURFEW  (UNORGANIZED  TERRITORY) 
ACT  ” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  a 
petition  having  been  received  from  a  substantial 
number  of  residents  in  the  area  known  as  the 
Townsite  of  New  Hazelton  praying  for  the  estab- 
listment  of  a  curfew  in  the  area,  pursuant  to  section 
2  of  the  “  Curfew  (Unorganized  Territory)  Act,” 
being  chapter  88  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations  be 
made: — 

(a)  Except  by  reason  of  an  unavoidable  cause, 
no  child  shall,  without  proper  guardianship,  be  in 
any  street  or  public  place  during  night-time  in  the 
following  area:  All  that  tract  of  land  contained 
within  the  subdivision  of  part  of  Lot  863,  Cassiar 
District,  shown  on  Registered  Plan  968  (Section  1), 
and  within  the  subdivision  of  part  of  Lot  882, 
Cassiar  District,  Registered  Plan  968  (Section  2), 
being  the  area  known  as  the  Townsite  of  New 
Hazelton. 

( b )  The  age  at  which  a  person  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  child  for  the  purposes  of  Regulation  (a) 
shall  be  sixteen  years  of  age  and  under. 

(c)  The  hours  that  shall  be  deemed  to  be  night¬ 
time  for  the  purpose  of  Regulation  (a)  shall  be 
from  9.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  6  o’clock  in 
the  forenoon  of  the  following  day  during  the  period 
commencing  September  1st  and  ending  March  31st 
in  each  year,  and  from  10.30  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  to  6  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  following 
day  during  the  period  commencing  April  1st  and 
ending  August  31st  in  each  year.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bids:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
